The significant’ thing, In. view of 
Joseph's, pre-natal repudiation of 
Jesus, is the fact that both writers 
trace the descent through “Jesus! 

This Supreme Person--how did 
he enter the human world? That 
question has long éngaged the 
study and attention of ‘saints and 
theologians. That Jesus came by 
a virgin birth, out of the ordinary 
course of’ nature,“ is definitely 


stated .by Matthew. Is that’ the | 


truth? Or did he come: through 
the ordinary course of nature and: 
‘opirth as other children, but with 
a spectal’misston from God, a spe~ 
cial endowment of the divine 
spirit? Was he born of a miracle, 
“a wonderful quickening of fe In 
the womb of a Jewish girl? Who 
cwill ever know?” ; 
- Jesus himself never refers to his 
birth, so far as his reported words 
have come’dgwn to us. Nor did 
Peter or Paul or James or John 
mention it fn thelr letters. 
Evidently they dtd not think it 
fundamental to falth in the realtty 
of Christ and his mission, no more’ 
.do TI, The question of course had 
to be asked by the primitive mind 
which" could not conceive of god- 
» Wkeness except through miraculous 
process, But the story as told by 
Saint Matthew could not be im- 
proved in reverence or simplicity, 
but. it Is at its human, most, the 
story of a human birth -without a 
known human father. Saint Luke's 
story is told from Mary's point of 
view, but it deruana tually lovely.

One or 
other had to be interpreted sym- 
bolically, in a-spiritual sense, For 
many years they existed side by 
Justin » Martyr (A.D. 150) 
himself a.sttong .bellever in the 
virgin birth, speaks of Christlans 
who ‘do not share his bellef as"be- 
Nevers in Christ the Messiah. 
The view of the present writer. ts 
based, on the fact that. nowhere !n 
the New Testament is the reality 
of Jesus Christ made dependent 
upon a virgin birth. : ” 
The Christtan Church Generally 
turned to the belfef in the virgin 
birth as to a view that was’ in 
unique harmony with the supreme 
position ‘of Christ among. ,men. 
Most: of the Christian writers of

types of tobacco suitable for the manufacture of chercots It Is 
hoped to be able to produce a marked {mprovement in the quality. 

‘Judging bythe fearsome, nature of some of the cheroots one 
encounters, and we are not referring exclusively to the product ot 
Malaya, any marked improvement in quality Is something heartlly to 
be welcomed. ‘ 


N ormal Rainfall 


Taking Malaya as a whole, states Mr. Stewart, the rainfall dur- 
ing 1936 was about normal, Some parts, however, had a deficiency, 
and the greatest deficlency, one of 23 inches, oceurred at Tapah. The 
largest excess occurred at Kuala Trengganu, where 80 ‘inches more 
than the average were recorded. 

In‘diseussing the rainfall of the early part—of the--yeary it ‘ts 
necessary to include December of the previous year with January and 
February, since these three months broadly ‘cover the ' North-East" 
Monsoon season as a whole. During this perlod the differences from 
normal were not very grent; the largest excess wns 13 inches, oceur- 
ring nt Kuala Pahang. and the greatest defelt s was il inches at, 
Dungun, 

Temperature was nowhere very different from crioriial through-. 
out the year. The temperature dn Singapore did not‘ fall below 170 
degrees at any time. although temperatures below 75 degreds were 
frequent. ; 


Police Nomenclature 


Recently a change. was effected in Malayan police nomenclature, 
Henceforward, Assistant Superintendents of Police will be known as 
Assistant Commissioners of Police, thus bringing the Colony {nto 
line with the Federated Malay States, The change will make for 
greater dispatch In'the work of police administratiqn, particularly 
where the transfer of officers is concerned, and it is not to be sup- 
pdsed that there will be any but faint regrets—if that—at the passing, . 
of a title long associated with the police force’of the Colony. Having 
brought nbout ‘the change in the Police Department, the authorities 
could do worse than turn their attention to other departments where 
Civil Servants doing similar work at similar salaries have different 
titles according to what part of the Peninsula happens to claim their 
services. For instance, Johore has a Superintendent of Education 
whereas the States inthe Federation have Inspectors of Schools. 
Yet the positions are no different from the point of view of work and 
salary. The Malayanisation of the Civi2 Service would iron out ‘all 
such little differences, which are apt to cause tnconvenlence when 
transfers take place. After all e' rose by any other name smells just 
as sweet, moe : .
